disease to cause worry among cattle

Port of State Veterinarian 
Tiffany, 


which was submitted to Gov. Tales, 
This disease, while long recognized in 
the old world, never appeared In Illi- 
nois until the last ^ear. Since locat- 
ed It Is known to have prevailed In 
several herds throughout the state, 
resulting fatally in every Instance In 
which nn animal was stricken. 
Advising as to the prevention or 
spread o4 the disease the report says. 


"Animals should 
be removed 
at 
once from the field or lot in or upon 
which the disease occurs, to an uply- 
InK field or lot. Isolation of the sick 
and cremation of the dead are recom- 
mended." 
In conclusion t\ic report says that 
"as In, other

character where death so rapidly su- 
pervenea, treatment is unavailing."

AT RAILROAD Y. M. C. A. 


Rpy Brom, a Waiter There Twice Stabbed 


Richard L, Roberts, a Wabash Fire/ 


man Whom he had Previously 


Assaulted With his Fists. 


ROBERTS WAS TAKEN TO HOSPITAL 


Where Ihe Surgeons Performed an Operation—Brom Made 


His Escape—Manager Burson Arrested 


Rich.irr' L. Roberts, a Wabash fire- 


man, 
is> In bed at the- Wabash hospital 


a* a result of two stab vvounda in- 
flicted by Roy Brom, a waiter at the 
Railroad Y. M. C. A., and Manager 
K. W. Hurson, of the lunch room ut 
thf Railroad Y. M. «' A. is in jnll. held 
as nil'1 of the assailants of Roberts, 
Brom hns not yet been arrcntcd. 
The 


result of Roberts' vvuuncls IH a matter 
of conjecture. 


At tho Wabash station 
yesterday 


i afternoon about 4 o'cloi k 
Fireman 


Robert^, accompanied by two friends 
told Patrolman Cross that he had been 
ftttibbed by a man at tho Railroad Y. 
M. C. A. 
He said that the man who 


had done the stubbing had gone south 
toward East Eldorado street 
Roberts 


wan advised to get on a street oar and 
go to the police headquarters and make 
complaint against the man who had 
slabbed him, whllp the two friends 
would assist tho officer In finding the 
BHSulldnt who was unknown to Cross. 
At that times Roberts did not know 
that he had been sei iously hurt. 
He 


felt able to walk and HO long as he 
could move about did not feel uneasy 
about his wounds. 


Rode On a Car. 


Roberts after belns stabbed rode up 


town on a street car. He went at 
once to the court house 
and saw 
State's Attorney Redmon and 
told 


what had happened. 


Mr. Redmon was surprised to learn 


that the young man had oonoe so far 
alone after being cut and advised that 
he at once nee a surgeon. The state's 
attorney took Roberts Immediately to 
the office of Dr. Tyler Meriweather in 
' the Powers block and asked that an 


examination be made, 


Roberts was very pale but he walked 


from the court house to tne physician's 
office without much effort. 
He com- 


plained however, on reaching the ele- 
vator of having severe pains in his 
back. 
, 


Bad Wound. 
' 
Dr. 
Meriweather 
examined 
the 
man's wounds. There -were two cuts. 
,Onc on the left Hide way about an 
eighth of an inch long. This was prob- 
ed and it was found that the knife had 
B truck the ribs and the wound was of 
ttlo consequence. 
The serious wound was also a small 


one, not more than half an Inch in 
length. It was in the center of the 
front of the trunk of the body, just be- 
low the point where the ribs meet. It 
. wan in a position to have probably 


penetrated tho stomach and other or- 
gans. 
The doctor said that the wound was 
likely a deep one and possibly 
very 
serious and he said there wtu) nothing 
to do but take the man to the hospital. 
Dr. Meriweather thought that an op- 
eration at once was advisable as the 
seriousness of the wound depended up- 


J, on What organs had been punctured 


and that the body should at. ones be 
Opened. 
Roberts being a Wabash man, want- 


«fi to go to the Wabash hospital and 
•T>r. Mnrlweather called Dr. 
Parrlsh, 
the Wabash surgeon. After 
a short 


consultation it was decided to take the 
injured man to the hospital nnd oper- 
ate and he was removed In the anibu- 
l«noe. 


An Operation. 
At the Wabash hospital last even- 


ing Dr. Parrlsh, surgeon in charge, as- 
eisted by Dr. Will Fltapatrlck, the 
house surgeon, and Dr. Tyler Merl- 
•weather, operated upon the 
injured 
man to determine the extent of 
the 
wound which had the apes ranee of 
having penetrated the stomach, the 
extent of which, could be determined 
Only by an operation. 
They found that the knife had pen- 
•trttted the abdominal wall but had 
tot penetrated the stomach. 
The m- 


was closed and dressed. 


Afterward Dr. Will FiUpatrlck said 
: 'that there were in a wound of this 
•: Character possibilities which could not 
-, tie foretold. 
The thing to be feared 
"'' -was peritonitis reuniting from infec- 


<(tOT» from the knife with which the 
wovtad was made, 
Only time could 
tell If peritonitis would come and if 
It did Roberts would be In a ciitical 
condition. 
If peritonitis did not de- 


velop lit was possible that he might 
recover without any trouble, but he 
could not make a prediction as to 
the outcome. 


Told His Story. 
' v'While on the operating table in Dr. 
atWiweather's office Roberts told his 
atory of the cutting. He said: 
^Brom formerly worked at the Y. M.

neck of Roberts and struck him. Byr- 
son explained this action saying that 
he could not get to Biom and that 
ho struck Roberta to save him, the 
Idea being that he would knock him 
rlown and got him beyond the reach of 
the knife. He said he saw Brom vUtli 
a knife in his hand and feared Rob- 
erts vvould be JdUed.

Another Wabasli flifmim said thai 


he heard the sounds of the fight and 
with Woods ran into the lunch room to 
spp what waa happening The moment 
he got a view of the men he saw the 
knife and

were present telling them to be care- 
ful, that one of the men was using a 
knife. Welsh do«s not take any stock 
In the story of Bui-son that he could 
giot get to Biorn.

Hid Been Drinking. 


When he was arrested Burson had

At 
first Bursoi refused to talk and when 
he did make statements concerning 
some minor details which the police 
knew were rot true.

ful in the future and not make any 
mlsstatements. He told

Cross who arrested him that "This is 
the second time Brom has thrown me 
down,' and wVi«in he was asked wnat 
Brom had done the other time Burson

said thai he had always prophesied

Burton Arrested. 
Immediately after being Informed of 


the affray, Patrolman Cross accom- 
panied by Firemen Wood and Welsh 
who board at the Y. M. C. A., made 
a search of the saloons <n the past 
part of town.

two men who accompanied him. Once 
they were almost at the front door of 
a saloon when the men wanted ran 
out of the rear door.

Afterwards Patrolman Leach

the three men at the Water street

Brom wtfs wanted. 


Later it waa discovered that the tnf n 


with Brom were Burson, the man who 
struck Roberta1 In the face, and 
a 


brakemau with whom they were ac- 
quainted and who had joined thorn 
on the street. 
About 6 o'clock, at'thn 


Railroad Y, M. C. A.. Patrolman Cross 
arrested Burson and took him to head- 
quarters. 
'Burson said that he had 


left Brora on the street, he could not 
tell the name of the street, and that 
he had no idea where he had gone. 


Brom had been drinking before the 


fight occurred and it is said that he 
drank afterward and the police were 
of the opinion that Burson had as- 
sisted Brom to bed some place before 
going back to the place where he was 
afterward arrested by Cross.

He is a well 
built man and i* quiet in his manner 
and makes a good appeartthce. He did 
not seem to mind the idea of an oper- 
ation^ asr he said he had been on the 
operating table twice before.
